They were ac­ 
cused of havin g stolen con fid en tial govern ­ 
men t d ocumen ts. Jaffe was publisher an d co­ 
ed itor of a magazin e kn own as Amerasia. 
Kate Mitchell was co-ed itor of the magazin e. 
Roth was a Navy lieuten an t, Larsen a State 
Departmen t specialist on the Orien t, Gayn a 
free-lan ce writer, an d Service a State De­ 
partmen t official. 
The FBI said it had re­ 
covered from the magazin e's offices man y or­ 
igin als an d copies of importan t govern men t 
d ocumen ts. 
The war with Japan was reachin g its cli­ 
max. 
The Amerasia case was given on ly a 
fraction of the atten tion it is d rawin g n ow, 
five years later. 
It was quickly forgotten 
after a fed eral gran d jury cleared Service, 
Gayn an d Miss Mitchell, in d ictin g Jaffe, Roth 
an d Larsen . 
The charges again st the three were red uced 
later to con spirasy to remove govern men t files 
an d record s illegally.

fen se an d was fin ed $500. Jaffe plead ed guilty 
an d was fin ed $2,500. The in d ictmen t again st 
Roth was d ismissed . The case was begin n ­ 
in g to look stran ge, but there were more im­ 
portan t thin gs to look at in 19 45. An d by 
October of the n ext year, there was n othin g 
left to see.

Jud iciary Committee, actin g just before the 
November election , said the whole thin g had 
been a mirage.

Sin ce there is n o kn own way of 
preven tin g polio, what precau­ 
tion s can be used ? Early d iagn o­ 
sis is, of course, particularly help­ 
ful. 
At presen t it is recommen d ed 
that polio patien ts be 
isolated , 
that is, kept away from others— 
for on e week from the begin n in g 
of their illn ess or from the en d 
of fever. The secretion s from the 
n ose an d throat an d in testin al 
d ischarges

an d should therefore be d isposed 
of as quickly an d as safely as pos­ 
sible. 
Other than these measures the

CLEVELAND, Jun e 20—(AP)— 
The coun cil of little Highlan d 
Heights village early tod ay voted 
6-2 to d ischarge its 58-year-old po­ 
lice chief on charges he “con sort­ 
ed ” with the mayor’s wife an d 
otherwise misused his d uty time 
an d the village car. 
The d ismissal vote came after 
five an d a half hours of testi­ 
mon y. 
The coun cil held Police Chief 
Faye F. Dalrymple, on ly full-time 
employe in the little commun ity 
of less than 500, was guilty of 
“malfeasan ce an d misfeasan ce of 
d uty in that he parked the village 
car at the mayor’s house, con sort­ 
ed with the mayor’s wife, an d by 
usin g the car on village time d e­ 
prived the village people of pro­ 
per lawful protection .”
